THE ILLITERACY OF THE SOUTHERN DEMOCRATIC 
STATES IS A DISGRACE TO THE NATION. 


‘Illiteracy in our draft army .shocked us, but illiteracy existed 
■before the World War. It existed because children had gone to 
work instead of school. Adult illiteracy is the inevitable conse­ 
quence of child labor. The census of 1910 told us this, but we did 
not heed sufficiently. 
The area of rural child labor and adult 
’illiteracy are largely identical.” 
It might be thought accidental that Republican Iowa should 
rank at the top with only 1.7 per cent illiteracy, and Democratic 
^Louisiana at the bottom with 29 per cent if there were not an al­ 
most unbroken uniformity in the rankings. There are only six 
^Democratic states whose illiteracy ranks lower than 12 per cent, 
rand only two Republican states whose illiteracy ranks as high 
as 12 per cent. 
Twenty-one out of the thirty-one Republican states show less 
“than 5 per cent illiteracy; eleven out of seventeen Democratic 
states show more than 12 per cent of illiteracy; that is, nearly 
two- thirds (.64), of the Republican states have an illiteracy of 
Hess than 5 per cent; nearly two-thirds of the Democratic states 
(.64) have an illiteracy of more than 12 per cent. 
It is reported that in Anniston, Alabama, in the winter of 
1918, 1,203 white children and 1,934 negro children were denied 
admission to public schools for want of buildings. It takes some­ 
thing rn or e than compulsory attendance laws to provide education 
for all the people.

RECIPES FOR A DAY. 
Stewed Vegetables a La Serbian 
—Quarter dozen ripe tomatoes, re­ 
move seeds and stem of eight green 
peppers, slice; three large onions, 
sliced; two pounds 
of 
weiners, 
sliced one-half inch thick. 
Put all 
into large pan; season with salt, 
pepper, paprika, dash of chili pep­ 
per. 
Cover and stew for three- 
quarters hour. This dish 
serves 
twelve. 
Fruit Compote— Peel and slice 
four bananas, dice six apples, four 
oranges, 
four slices 
pineapple 
(fresh or canned), three pears, six 
peaches. 
Mix with confectioner's 
sugar and let stand for one hour. 
Serve in sherbet glasses with whip­ 
ped cream and a marschino cherry 
on top. 
Combination Salad— Sliced 
to­ 
matoes, cucumbers, Spanish onion, 
green peppers, on bec! of head let­ 
tuce leaves, with mayonnaise dress­ 
ing.

cups of flour, two eggs, salt, warm 
water to make a stiff dough (not 
too stiff). 
Mix well, then take out 
of bowl and beat on floured board 


until smooth. This cannot be done 
| too well, as the stretching depends 
on the thoroughness of the beat­ 
ing. 
Then let rest in warm place, 
covered with warm pan for ten 
minutes. 
Cover a table with clean 
old table cloth, sprinkle with flour. 
Place dough in center of table, put 
spoonful of melted shortening in 
center of dough, and stretch care­ 
fully over the table cloth, taking 
care not to tear the dough in the 
stretching. 
When it is as thin as 
skin take off thick edges, sprinkle 
surface with diced apples, sugar, 
cinnamon, ground English walnut 
meats and a little melted butter.

KITCHEN HINTS. 
Scrub the Poultry—The skin of 
Eoultry should not cnly be washed 
ut scrubbed with a soft brush and 
warm water in which a teaspoonful 
of baking soda has been dissolved. 
Wash 
Vegetables 
Carefully— 
Celery, lettuce and other salad 
plants, because eaten raw, must be 
washed 
with the greatest care. 
They should be searched leaf by 
leaf for insect life, washed in sev­ 
eral waters, and then wiped dry 
with a clean cloth end put in a cold 
place to become crisp. 
Do Not Forget the Eggs—The 
ordinary' way to break an egg is to 
hit it against another egg or over 
the edge of the mixing bowl, and 
let the contents stream over the 
side of the shell without consider­ 
ing whether the latter is clean or 
not. 
Even if there is no visible 
dirt, the shell may not be as clean 
as it seems, for it may have come 
from a dirty nest or have been care- 
ltssly handled. Eggs should there­
